(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than the effective
date specified in subsection (g), the Secretary of Ag-
riculture and the Secretary of Homeland Security
shall enter into an agreement to effectuate the re-
turn of functions required by the amendments made
by this section.

(referred to in this subsection as the “Adminis-
trator’’) shall carry out import and entry agricul-
tural inspections.
